The  English 
writer  Jane  Austen 
(1775-1817) 
wrote  novels  which 
captivatingly  depicted 
the  class  distinctions 
and  mannerisms  of  the 
early  19th  century  and 
remain  popular  to  this  day  in  both 
written  and  film  versions. 

The  film  adaptations  of  three 
of  Austen's  most  beloved  works 
will  re-launch  the  Tryon  Palace 
Council  of  Friends'  popular  movie 
series  starting  in  October.  All 
movies  are  scheduled  for  7  p.m. 
the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
in  the  Visitor  Center  Auditorium. 
Admission  is  free. 

Oct.  3:  First  up  in  the  series  is  the 
2005  version  oi  Pride  &  Prejudice, 
starring  Keira  Knightly  and 
Matthew  McFayden.  As  one  of  five 
sisters  pressured  by  her  mother  to 
marry,  Elizabeth  finds  herself  drawn 
to  the  egotistical  Darcy,  whose 
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first  impression  of  her  is  that  she  is 
"barely  tolerable"  compared  to  her 
beautiful  older  sister  Jane.  Austen 
herself  wrote  of  the  feisty  Lizzy:  "I 
must  confess  that  I  think  her 
as  delightful  a  character  as 
ever  appeared  in  print, 
and  how  I  shall  be 
able  to  tolerate  those 
who  do  not  like  her 
at  least,  I  do  not 
know." 

Nov.  7:  Next  in 
the  series  is  1995's 
Sense  &  Sensibility, 
adapted  for  the  screen 
by  actress  Emma 
Thompson,  who  also 
stars  as  Elinor  Dashwood. 
The  movie  depicts  the 
different  reactions  to 
love  that  Elinor  and 
her  sister  Marianne  (Kate  Winslet) 
experience.  One  sister  reacts  in 
a  rational  and  sensible  manner 
while  the  other  throws  caution  and 
convention  to  the  wind. 

Dec.  5:  Last  in  the  historical 
movie  series  for  the  fall  is  the 
delightful,  matchmaking  Emma 
(1996).  Kate  Beckinsale  stars 
in  the  title  role  of  Jane  Austen's 
feisty  heroine,  determined  to  find 
proper  spouses  for  her  friends  and 
acquaintances  in  a  time  when  wealth 
and  breeding  were  among  the  most 
important  considerations  in  making 
a  proper  marriage.  Emma,  printed  in 
1816,  was  the  last  of  Austen's  novels 
to  appear  during  her  lifetime.

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A  Confederate  Civil  War  Drum  returns  to  New  Bern

There  has 
been  an 
avalanche 
of  puns  and  cliches 
used  to  introduce 
the  Confederate 
snare  drum  recently 
added  to  the  Tryon 
Palace  Collection. 
Superlatives  -  not 
puns  and  cliches  —  are 
best  employed  to 
describe  this  arguably 
unique  acquisition. 

Constructed  in  1861 
by  Edwin  Clayton, 
a  cabinet  maker 
working  in  Asheville, 
North  Carolina,  the 
drum  body  is  made 
of  thin  layers  of  wood 
glued  and  then  rolled 
around  a  form  to 
give  it  its  shape.  The 
overlapping  pieces  of 
wood  were  then  tacked  in  a  double 
line  with  a  reinforced  decorative  tack 
circle  between  the  two  parallel  rows 
of  tacks. 

The  body  of  the  drum  was  painted 
a  deep  rich  red  and  the  top  and 
bottom  hoops,  which  secure  the 
heads,  painted  blue  to  signify  this 
was  an  infantry  drum.  On  the 
side  of  the  drum  the  words  "THE 
OLD  NORTH  STATE"  encircle 
a  five  pointed  star.  The  upper  (or 
batter)  head  is  made  of  cow  hide 
secured  with  two  wooden  hoops. 
The  lower  (or  snare)  head,  also 
secured  with  two  wooden  hoops, 
is  made  of  sheep  skin.  A  series  of 
six  to  eight  gut  strings  were  pulled

tightly  against  the  snare  head  to 
give  the  characteristic  resonance  of 
a  snare  drum.  Apart  from  the  very 
intriguing  construction  methods 
used  to  fabricate  this  instrument  are 
the  several  inscriptions  found  on  the 
drum  heads  and  on  the  inside  walls 
of  the  drum. 

On  the  bottom  head  of  the  drum, 
in  a  clear  hand  is  written,  "Captured 
at  the  battle  of  Newbern  [sic]  N. 
C.March  14  1862,  21st  Mass 
Vols..."  For  the  knowing  reader  this 
inscription  alone  excites  a  sense  of 
being  there.  The  Battle  of  New  Bern 
has  been  clearly  documented  and  the 
movements  of  the  21st  Massachusetts 
delineated  so  one  can  almost  visualize 
the  drum  itself  being  wrenched  from 


the  hands  of  the  young 
Confederate  drummer 
in  the  heat  of  battle 
as  the  Union  Army 
advanced  on  New 
Bern. 

As  for  the  captor  of 
the  drum,  we  have  a 
clear  understanding 
who  that  most 
probably  was  thanks 
to  another  set  of 
inscriptions  on  the 
drum.  On  the  inside 
bottom  head  is  the 
inscription,  "L.  L. 
Lamb/Fichburg 
[sic]  Mass."  and  the 
letters  "L.L.L."  in  a 
serrated  cartouche. 
Research  into  1860 
census  records  for 
Worcester  County, 
Massachusetts,  reveals 
a  21 -year-old  L. 
Lamb  working  as  a 
mechanic  in  the  town 
of  Fitchburg.  And  United  States 
National  Archives'  Civil  War  Military 
Service  Records  lists  a  Private  Levi  L. 
Lamb  in  Company  D  of  the  21st 
Massachusetts  Infantry. 

Additional  war  records  show 
that  Levi  L.  Lamb,  musician,  was 
discharged  in  Akron,  Ohio  after 
serving  two  years,  10  months,  and 
seven  days  in  the  21st  and  36th 
Regiments  of  the  Massachusetts 
Volunteers  of  the  Union  Army. 
Additional  1880  census  records  of 
Crawford  County,  Pennsylvania, 
indicate  Levi  L.  Lamb  to  be  living  in 
that  county  with  his  mother  Hannah, 
wife  Jane,  and  sons  Harvey  and

Jonkonnu  parades  down 
George  Street  to  the 
Dixon  House  at  6  and  8 
p.m.  Dec.  9  and  16. 
A  blend  of  English, 
African  and  Caribbean 
holiday  and  spiritual 
traditions,  Jonkonnu  was 
a  very  special  celebration 
for  slaves  in  eastern  North 
Carolina  during  the 
early  1800s,  according  to 
Sharon  Bryant,  African- 
American  Outreach 
Coordinator.  During  the 
festivities,  slaves  laid  aside 
their  daily  work  to  parade 
as  musicians,  dancers  and 
singers.  They  performed 

at  each  house  until  the  person  inside,  usually  their  white 
master,  came  out  and  paid  the  Fancy  Man  with  coins.

The  joy  of  Jonkonnu  may 
have  helped  slaves  face  the 
anxieties  and  uncertainties 
of  life  in  slavery. 

Jonkonnu  is  an  event 
rich  in  symbolism,  Bryant 
says: 

FANCY  MAN:  The  lead 
singer,  distinguished  by  his 
"Sunday  go-to-meeting" 
clothes,  accepts  coins  from 
the  master  in  a  tin  cup  and 
shakes  his  hand,  a  striking 
contrast  to  customary 
master-slave  relations. 

RAGMAN:  The 
ragman's  costume  of 
colorful  cloth  scraps 
symbolizes  the  spirit  of 
slave  families  and  their 
desire  for  freedom.  Along 
with  his  dancing,  the 
ragman's  free-flowing 
costume  flutters  with  his 
movements,  representing  a 
desire  for  freedom. 

SONGS:  Tliese  often 
poked  fun  at  the  master 
and  referred  to  people  in 
the  household  and  other 
slaves  as  they  went  about  their  daily

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Calling  all  history  detectives!  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  is  searching 
for  the  location  of  this  portrait  of  Miss 
Margaret  Tryon  (right),  originally  attributed  to  Thomas 
Gainsborough.  The  Palace  staff  became  aware  of  the 
portrait's  existence  several  years  ago  when  an  intern 
found  some  correspondence  and  a  photograph  of  it  in 
the  Kellenberger  Papers.  According  to  the  interns  report, 
the  Tryon  Palace  Commission  originally  attempted  to 
purchase  this  painting  at  a  Sotheby's  auction  in  January 
1957  "but  the  bidding  went  too  high."  After  some 
digging  and  phone  calls,  the  painting  was  traced  through 
several  owners  and  auctions  to  a  Stanley  Moss  and 
Company  of  New  York,  and  then  the  trail  went  cold.  By 
the  time  of  the  Stanley  Moss  purchase,  the  portrait's  title 
was  Portrait  of  a  Young  Girl  and  the  artist  was  only  noted 
as  "School  of  Gainsborough." 

Strangers'  Hall  of  Norwich  in  England  houses  the 
recently-discovered  portrait  of  her  mother,  Mrs. 
Margaret  Tryon,  and  also  has  this  photograph  of  the 
portrait  of  young  Miss  Margaret. 

Norma  Watt,  Keeper  of  Art  for  Norwich  Castle  &  Art 
Gallery,  which  oversees  Strangers'  Hall,  confirms  that  the 
painting  has  been  wrongly  attributed  to  Gainsborough 
but  has  no  additional  information  as  to  its  present-day 
whereabouts.  She  said  the  photograph  -  along  with  two 
other  portraits,  including  the  one  of  Mrs.  Tryon  -  was 
bequeathed  to  the  museum  in  1950  by  Mrs.  Graham 
Edwards  (nee  Mary  Pettus  Batcheler),  whose  ancestor, 
Anne  Batcheler,  may  have  been  a  cousin  of  the  older 
Margaret  Tryon.

Young  Miss  Margaret  was  born  June  28,  1761  in 
England  and  came  to  America  with  her  parents  at  the 
age  of  3,  when  her  father,  William  Tryon,  was  appointed 
governor  of  the  Colony  of  North  Carolina.  She  lived  in 
the  Palace  for  just  over  a  year  (her  newly  renovated  room 
can  be  seen  on  daily  Palace  tours).  The  Tryon  family 
left  New  Bern  in  June  1771,  when  William  Tryon  was 
appointed  governor  of  New  York.  In  1775,  Miss  Margaret 
and  her  mother  sailed  back  to  England,  followed  by  her 
father  in  1780  at  the  end  of  the  American  Revolution. 
In  1791,  Miss  Margaret,  having  turned  down  one  suitor 
due  to  an  age  difference  and  been  rejected  by  another, 
decided  to  elope  with  a  military  officer.  As  she  climbed 
down  a  rope  ladder  from  her  bedroom  window,  she  fell 
and  was  badly  injured.  She  died  from  her  injuries  on  July 
28,  1791.

Osborn.  Unfortunately,  later  court 
records  from  Crawford  County 
Pennsylvania  show  a  Levi  L.  Lamb 
certified  as  a  "habitual  drunkard." 

All  of  these  inscriptions  and  the 
individual  parts  of  this  Confederate 
Civil  War  drum  are  like  pieces  of 
a  puzzle,  which,  when  assembled, 
gives  us  a  vivid  picture  of  a  period 
in  our  history  that  words  in  a  text 
cannot  convey.  Objects  combined 
with  research  enhance  the  learning 
experience,  excite  the  imagination, 
and  make  history  and  heritage 
flicker  with  life.  As  an  institution 
charged  with  the  preservation  of 
historic  artifacts,  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  is 
constantly  vigilant  in  its  search  for 
objects  which  help  to  portray  the 
history  of  North  Carolina. 

When  this  drum  became  available 
through  auction  of  noted  North 
Carolina  artist  Bob  Timberlake's 
collection,  TPHS&G  staff  began 
work  to  authenticate  the  drum  and 
its  provenance.  At  the  same  time, 
Tryon  Palace  Commission  members 
began  the  process  of  securing 
the  necessary  funds  to  purchase 
the  drum.  After  the  auctioneer's 
hammer  fell  to  conclude  the 
successful  bidding  by  the  TPHS&G 
representative,  auctioneer  Robert 
Brunk  of  Brunk  Auctions,  Asheville, 
announced  that  the  drum  had  been 
purchased  by  Tryon  Palace  Historic 
Sites  &  Gardens  and  would  be 
returning  to  New  Bern.  There  was  a 
spontaneous  round  of  applause  from 
some  300  to  400  auction  attendees, 
all  pleased  the  drum  would  become 
a  part  of  North  Carolina's  public 
history.

Formosa  lily  has  spectacular  features

I'd  like  to  invite  you  to  our 
third  annual  "Fall  is  for 
Planting"  Sale  Oct.  13-14. 
One  of  your  benefits  as  a  Council 
of  Friends  members  is  the  special 
Preview  Sale  Oct.  12  (see  page  13 
for  more  details),  allowing  first 
selection  of  the  beautiful  plants  to 
be  sold. 

Proceeds  from  our  plant 
sales  fund  plant  materials  and 
equipment  needed  to  keep  our 
gardens  looking  fabulous  and 
authentic  throughout  the  year. 
The  sale  features  many  rare  and 
hard  to  find  plants,  and  fall  is  the 
recommended  time  of  year  to 
plant  perennials,  tree  shrubs  and 
winter  flowers.  See  you  there! 

Q:  What  is  the  best  way  to 
garden  if  I  don't  have  a  green 
thumb? 

A:  Try  container  gardening! 
Combining  plants  in  an  attractive 
container  is  a  great  way  to  bring 
the  color  and  fragrance  of  plants 
up  towards  eye  level.  At  Tryon 
Palace,  we  frequently  use  a  variety 
of  plants  in  our  terra  cotta  pots  to 
echo  the  colors  of  the  season. 

A  tall  planter  makes  weeding 
and  admiring  it  much 
easier.  Select  a  large  planter 
with  drainage  holes.   Use  a 
combination  of  plants  and 
consider  whether  it  will  be  in  the 
sun  or  shade.  Then  mix  annuals 
(such  as  pansies  or  snapdragons) 
with  some  cascading  plants  (such 
as  ivy,  rosemary  or  ferns)  to  soften 
the  pot  edge.  You  can  add  spring 
flowering  bulbs  into  the  soil  and

top  with  colorful  plants  or  even 
cool  weather  vegetables,  such  as 
Swiss  chard  or  kale. 

Q:  Can  you  recommend  some 
plants  that  have  spectacular 
features? 

A:   If  you're  looking  for  high 
impact,  then  consider  the 
Formosa  lily,  Lilium  formosanum, 
which,  at  seven  feet  tall,  towers 
over  all  other  plants.  Showcased 
in  the  Latham  and  Kellenberger 
Gardens  and  the  Hawks  Allee, 
these  plants,  featuring  fragrant 
graceful  white  blooms,  add 
the  interest  of  height  without 
blocking  the  plants  behind  them. 
Greenhouse  Manager  Timothy 
Minch  will  have  plenty  of  these 
delightful  perennials  at  our  fall 
plant  sale. 

There  is  a  wide  variety  of  salvias 
or  sages  that  grow  well  in  full 
sun  and  make  an  impact  in  large 
patches/swaths.  They  attract 
butterflies  and  hummingbirds.  A 
few  you  can  find  in  our  gardens 
are:  Autumn  Sage,  Salvia  greggii, 
in  reds  and  pinks;  Mexican  Bush 
Sage,  Salvia  leucantha,  with  white 
and  purple  velvet  blooms;  Bog 
Sage,  Salvia  uliginosa,  in  clear 
light  blues;  and  Mealycup  Sage, 
Salvia  farinacea,  with  season-long 
medium  blue  flowers.

Investing  in  New  Bern^s  rich  waterfront  history

To  walk  onto  the  site  of  the 
North  Carolina  History 
Education  Center  is  to  be 
reminded  of  centuries  of  history  that 
have  brought  attention  to  the  land 
where  the  Neuse  and  Trent  rivers 
meet. 

Starting  in  1700,  John  Lawson 
journeyed  among  the  Native 
Americans  through  the  waterways  and 
abundant  pine  forests  of  the  Carolinas 
to  record  their  first  history.  He  settled 
near  Chatooka  (future  site  of  the 
town  of  New  Bern)  "...  on  a  pretty 
high  Land  and  by  a  creek-side,"'" 
now  known  as  Lawson  Creek  near  the 
upcoming  History  Center. 

The  rich  resources  of  the  area 
were  a  compelling  factor  for  the 
1710  settlement  of  Swiss  and  Germans  led  by  Baron 
Christopher  de  Graffenried.  With  a  network  of  waterways 
for  transportation.  New  Bern  soon  became  an  economic 
and  cultural  hub  and  a  global  center  for  naval  stores,  then 
as  a  producer  and  exporter  of  timber  building  products 
and  commodities  that  continues  to  permeate  life  in 
eastern  North  Carolina. 

The  seat  of  English  government  for  the  province. 
New  Bern  played  a  prominent  role  in  colonial  political 
activity,  giving  birth  to  its  first  printing  press  and  public 
school.  \n  1770,  Governor  William  Tryon  completed 
the  first  capitol  of  the  colony  of  North  Carolina  that  was 
known  as  the  "most  beautiful  building  in  the  Colonial 
Americas."''' 

New  Bern  continued  as  a  hot  spot  through  the 
American  Revolution,  and  then  again  with  Union 
occupancy  during  the  Civil  War.  While  New  Bern  had  a 
uniquely  high  population  of  free  African-Americans  prior 
to  the  Civil  War,  after  the  war  a  new  settlement  -  James 
City  -  was  formed  across  the  river  by  freed  slaves. 

Now  the  town  draws  public  acclaim  as  the  1898 
birthplace  of  world-famous  Pepsi-Cola  and  as  the 
beneficiary  of  a  20th-century  public-private  partnership 
that  rose  from  the  1798  ashes  of  Governor  Tryon  s  palace

into  today's  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens. 

How  does  all  of  this  relate  to  the  North  Carolina 
History  Education  Center?  Through  the  decades,  the 
New  Bern  waterfront  has  teemed  with  a  commercial  and 
recreational  way  of  life  related  to  the  river,  and  specifically 
to  boating,  that  continues  today.  The  boat-building 
business  that  became  Barbour  Boat  Works  during  the 
Great  Depression  was  coming  to  its  close  in  the  late 
20th  century.  Its  commercial,  military  and  pleasure 
boatbuilding  was  waning  just  as  Tryon  Palace  Historic 
Sites  &  Gardens  was  looking  for  a  way  to  expand  its 
facilities  and  its  interpretation  of  North  Carolina  history. 

Several  years  later  on  the  Barbour  site,  wetlands 
recovery  is  underway  with  an  ambitious  vision  for  the  six 
acres.  A  team  of  nationally  and  internationally  recognized 
designers  are  bringing  into  focus  a  48,000-square-foot 
building,  historical  landscape  and  waterfront  design,  and 
exemplary  environmental  management  that  will  portray 
in  new  and  innovative  ways  the  contributions  of  this  area 
to  the  building  of  our  state. 

The  Making  History  campaign  for  the  History  Center 
has  grown  to  $17.5  million  in  commitments,  divided 
about  equally  benveen  public  and  private  support.  The 
Tryon  Palace  Commission,  the  Tryon  Palace  Council
